try Gentleman. 


HE late Tranſa@ions of that part of our 
- 7 Nation, which have eſpouſed the Intereſts 
and Principles of the Church of Rowe, are 
ſo full of Wonder, that T perſwade my ſelf, 
Poſterity will look apon the Story of the laſt 
| ten years, as a meer Romance; and will very 
hardly believe ſo ſmall a Party durſt attempt,or ſo great a Bo- 
dy would ever ſo long ſuffer what we have born with a Stoical 
Patience, IT had almoſt ſaid Þſen/ibilizzy, But then this A/u- 
rance Was not owing either to their Courage, or their Cun- 
ning, but a ſtrong Perſwaſion, that how ill ſoever they 
uſed us of the Church of England,the Dodtrine of Now-re/i/tance 
be would keep us in awe ; and if the other part of the Prote- 
| Rants ſhould offer to reſcue the Nation out of their Claws, 
our Zeal for the Monarchy, and the Royal Family would have 
the ſams effe& it had in the Monmouth Invaſion, and end in 

the Ruin of them. ' 
However, to prevent the worſt, they reſfolyed to keep up a 
numerous Army to ſuppreſs betimes any Party that mighe

, they not only exempted the Souldiers from the Civil Juriſdi-

To divide us yet more, they .procured a Toleration for the 
Diſſenters, and made ſuch fulſom Applications to them, and 
they again returned the Complement in ſuch Rhetorical Ad- 
dreſſes, that it was verily thought the Church of England Party 


'would very eaſily have been given up tor a Sacrifice to the 


kind, ſincere, -well-meaning Catholicks. 

But our Difſenters were not fo eaſily wheedled into a for- 
getfulneſs of what they had fo lately ſuffered; and altho* they 
gave the Fathers many good words, and fair Promiſes, yet 
when they had opportunity, they gave ſuch bold hints of their 
Reſolution to defeat the Expectations of theſe Gentlemen, 
that I proteſt I wondred at nothing more than to ice them ſo 


Jar infatuated, as to. believe they ſhould ever reap any Ad- 


vantage from our Nen-cons. 


_ - They were however ingaged, and therefore they muſt go 


on, be the Event what it would ; and finding ; it would. be a 
work of time ; and that it was not poſſible Fames II. ſhould

ful and fierce a Nation as this of Ergland is: Iaffure them this

ow far they might yet have gone, and what would in 


the end. have been the conſequence of this formal Plot upon 
our Lives, Liberties, and Religion, is known to none but God:

Now ſuppoſing the French King who is ſo zealous a Ko- 
man Catholick, had not ſo vigorouſly (andas far as I can fee) 
ſo impolitickly carried on the Controverſie with the Pope 
about the Franchiſes of his Ambaſſador at Rome ; and that 
he had had the patience to ſuffer the Emperor to recover 
what his Anceſtors had loſt to the Turks, and left the Con- 
troverſies between the Eleor Palatine ( who isa Roman Ca- 
tholick ) and the Dutchels of Orleans, to the determination 
of the Pope, what had France loſt in all this? And whothen 
could have made one ſtep to the Recovery of England? 1 
know very well it is ſaid, the Emperor would certainly begin a 
War with France ſo ſoon gs ever he bad ended ths with the 
Turks to bs mind: And in truth he had juſt reaſon fo to do. 
Bur it is more probable he would have ſpent firſt ſome years 
1n fortifying,peopling,and fetling his new Conqueſts to ſecure

himſelf on that ſide againſt his moſt formidable Neighbour,ra- 


ther than that he would-preſently transfer his Arms and vidc- 
rious Armies from the:Eaſt to the Weft, and pals fo ſudden- 
ly from one long and ruinous War to another of no leſs ha- 
zard and expence. And FE he had done ſo, the wy

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of 'the Empire would never ſo heartily and generally have 
joyned with him againſt France, if he had been the Agpre/- 
ſor, how juſt foever his cauſe had been, as it might eaſily 
have been foreſeen they would, whenthgy were firſt attack'd, 
and as it were forced to flie tothe Emperor for his Protection. 
So that it was apparently the Intereſt 'of France to have fate 
ſtill, and to have taken the firſt opportunity had oftered it 
ſelf to have enſlaved the firſt of his Neighbours that had 
call'd him to their afliftance; and our Exgſh Jeſuits did not 
doubt but that he would. 

| In the Interim it was well for England,that the French King 
acted as he did; for to him, in a great meaſure, our Delive- 
ry is owing ( tho! he never intended it ) his Breach with the 
Pope and the Empire, having not only given the Dutch a 
pretence to arm by Sea and Land, and fo blinded-the Eyes 
of our Engliſh Court, that they never ſaw, nor would believe 
themſelves concern'd in it, till it was too late to help it: Bur 
it alſo united not only all the Proteſtant, but all the Catho- 
lick Princes too ( except France ) in the Project of delivering 
us for their own ſecurity, that we might be in a-condition 
to unite with them again for the preſervation of Europe, from 
following the triumphant Chariot of France in Chains. 

His late Majeſty ſeems to have been the only Prince in 
Chriltendom, who made it his great, and almoſt only deſign 
to advance the Intereſts of the Church of Rome, without, 
and againſt his own temporal Intereſt. "The reſt of the Prin- 
ces and their Council look in the firſt place to their own 
Concerns at home and abroad, and make the Afﬀeairs of Re- 
ligion ſubſervient to' their other Deſigns. The Pope is not 
ſo fond of his old Adumpſmmas, or of the Decrees of the Coun- 
cil of Trent it ſelf, as to ſuffer France to. conquer 1taly, Spain, 
or Germany, no nor England, nor Holland neither, haw much 
foever it might ſeem to facilitate their Reduction-to the See 
of Rome ; becauſe he knows very well the firſt Prince that 
ſhall make himſelf-the Univerſal Monarch of Exrope, or gain 
ſuch a power over thereſt, as is not to be diſputed or.oppo- 
Ted, will certainly! put an end to the':Soveraignty, Wealth, 
Grandeur, and' pendency of the Court of Rowe; and

Emperor of Germany is as religious and 
as zealous a Prince for the Roman Catholick Religion as 
ever ſprung out of that Family ; But he has no mind, aftec 
all, to loſe his Life, his Empire, and his Liberty ; he had ra- 
ther there ſhould be ſome Hereticks in Germany, than to ſuffer 
the French King to ſend his Apolſtolick Dragoons to convert 
them, and drive him into Exile. The King of Spain values 
the poor diſpeopl'd ſhare he has yet left him in Europe, too 
well to put it into the Hands of the French, in order to the | 
reducing the Northern Hereticks to the See of Rome.

The 26th of September there was an Order made to autho- 
rize and empower the Lords Licutenants ( many of which 

; were Roman Catholicks, or unqualified perſons ) of the ſeve- 
; ral Counties, to grant Deputations to ſuch Gentlemen as had 
been lately removed from being Deputy-Lieutenants; and 
his Majeſty alſo gave dire&ions to the Right Honourable the 
Lord Chancellor of England, to put into the Commiſion of 
- the Peace ſuch Gentlemen as had been lately laid aſide, and 
-- {ſhall be recommended by the ſaid Lords-Lieutenants. 
In the Interim certain Intelligence being brought, that the 
Preparations in Holland were defigned againſt England : The 
'24th of Seprember were ſummoned the Biſhop of London, 
IWincheſter, Ely, Chicheſter, Rocheſter and Briſtol, and the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury ; and the 28th of Sepremb. they appeared 
at Whitehall, and there waited eoLondicgly thatday upon the 
King in aBody ; Wincheſter, Ely, Chicheſter, Rocheſter, Bath and 
Wells, and Peterborough; but Londs and Briſtcl came not then 
to Town; and the Iezhbilhos was ſick, and came alone the 
- next. day. There paſſed nothing then bur general Expreflions 
of his Favour, and Promiſes of Duty on the Biſhops part. 
: Whereupon they all deſired che Archbiſhop to beg a ſecond- 
. Admiflion, which was appointed on Twe/day the 2d. of Oc» 
ber, but was pur off till the next day. pI

The Miniſters by this time became lo ſenſible of their Dan- 
ger,and of the temper of the Nation,that the 2d. day of Oee- 
ber they procured a General Pardon, in the beginning of 
whichare theſe words; It has elways been cur earneſt Defire ſince 
Our Acceſſion to the Crown, that all Our People ſheuld live at eaſe,

The 29th, an Account was given, that the Dutch Fleet conſiſt- 
Ing of 52 Men of War, with a very numerous Attendance of Vi- 
uallers, and other Ships and Veſſels tor the Tranſportation of 
the Land Forces,failed the Friday before, which was the 19th. from IV. S. 
the Flats near the Briel, with the Wind at S. W. and by S. and 
the Prince of Orange embarkton a Frigat of 25, or 30Guns, and 
with him the Count of Naſa, General of the Horſe, the Count 
de Solmes, Colonel of his Foot-Guards ; the Count de Stirum, the 
Sieur Benting, and the Sicur Cuerkerker, and the Marſhal de Schom- 
' berg went on board ſuch another Frigat. And the 2eth. moſt of 
the Fleet was ſeen in the Morning from Schevelingue when the 
Wind-coming more Weſterly, and the next Night proving ver 
ftormy, it abliged them to come in again, baving ſuffered conli- 
derable damage, 400 Horſes being chrown over-board, and ſce- 
veral dead men, - and one of their Men of War was ſtranded, and 
another difabled. 

There was very lutle of this Story true, but it wasa Report ſet 
on foot to deceive the Court here, and it had the effe&t which 
was expected, and the Prieſts began. to boaſt very.much of the al- 
ſiſtancethey expected from the/Vaym Mary, and the reſt of the 
Saints who had been powerfully ſolliciced co confound this Here- 
tical Fleet, The firſt of Nowember we were again told from che 
Hague, that the damage the Dutch Fleet had ſuſtain'd by the late 
Storms, was greater than was at firlt re 3 That there were 
I 509 Horſes dead or unkrviceable, 'That the Prince. of Orange 
had loſt maſt of his own Horſes, . and the Marſhal. ds Schowberg 
the. belt af his; That his Sen Count Charles Schomberg was in 
great danger, the Ship he was in having ſpent her main _— 
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ſhould be imbarkt ; That inthe mean time'the Prince of Orange 
continued at Helwoerſluys, \intending to fail again ſo ſoon as the 
Fleet was in a condition, and the Weather would permit. Thus 
was our Court at that time impoſed upon for want of good intel- 
I:gence. 

PAtlbe this time a parcel of the Prince of Oranges Declarations 
were intercepted in London, upon reading that expreflion in it, 
That the Prince was moſt earne$tly invited hither by divers of. the 
Lords both Spiritual and Temporal, and by many Gentlemen and others. 
The King ſent for ſome ofthe Bifhops again,and required of them 
a Paper under their hands in abhorrence of the Prince of. Oran- 
ge's intended Invaſion by ſuch a day; the following Declaration 
was then in the Prefs, and this Abhorrence was deſigned to be

This Proclamation had the ſame effe&t with all the reſt of their 
Counſels, for menſuſpe&ted thereupon, that there was much more 1 
if the Declarations and Papers than they afterwards found, and 4 
accordingly became more deſirous by far to ſee it ; and the Spa- * 
»;ſh Ambaſſador here in Londen gave them ( asl have been credi- 
bly informed ) to whoſoever gelired them. 

For about almoſt three Weeks cogether the Wind ſtood perpe- 
tually Weſt z during all which time the common queſtion was 
every Morning, Where is the Wind to day? And a Seaman was 2 
obſerved to curſe the Dragon in Cheapſide, for turning his Head 
where his Tail ſhould be. But in the latter end of Oeber the 
Wind came Eaſt, to the great Sorrow of the Roman Catholicks, 
and the Joy of the reſt of the Nation. And when all men expe» 
ed the Invaſion would fall on the North, the third of November 
between ten and eleven of the Clock the Dutch Fleet was diſco- 
vered about half Seas over, and about five this numerous Fleet ;

his place (which Charkes I. did) and yet after he was gone no 
body knew whether, to return no body knew when, his peo- 


ple had been Goyerned by-his Judges,and Juſtices of the Peace; 


and then this ſhould haye been an Example for Eng/azd. 
i » 3 Henry 
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Henry the 34.of France was firſt 5 of Poland and hearing - 
'of his brothers Death ſtole away without Leaving any De- 

puty : But then the Kingdom of Poland call'd a Dyer and Judg- 
ed it an Abdication, and proceeded to the Eledtion of a Nzw 
King as if he had been Dead. The Inſtances of this nature 
muſt be very rare, but who ever heard of a Prince that with- 
drew himſelf from his people, or was forced away and yet 
no body was put in his place? Certainly Fames the 24.fore- 
ſaw what would follow; and in ſome ſort conſented to it, 


| rather than to the ſetting of a Parliament. 


26. He undertakes to prove un the laſt place that we bave 
0 Grounds either from the Laws of the Realm ; or from thoſe of 
Nature to pronounce the Throne woid,upon ſuch a retreat of a Prince 
as 2e have before us. . This is bold and very peremptory con- 


. ſidering there had then a Vote paſled for it inthe Lower houſe 
" of the Convention; And that this Gentlemanis a Clergy-man 


and knows very little of the Laws of England. 

There is (laid he) no Statute. ſo much as pretended to ſupport 
this Deſerting Dod&rine,he might have better called it this right 
of providing for our ſelyes, when we had no body to rake 
care off us. There is no Statute to enable us to*meet and 
choſe a new King if the whole Royal Line ſhould happen to be 
extinct, yet this may very probably happen at one time or 
another, What ſhall we therefore continue mn a State of A- 
narchy for ever ? 

Neither has it any foundation 11 common Law : For common I.aw 
is nothing but Ancient uſage and Immemorial Cuſtom, Now Cuſtom 
S uppoſet Precedents and Parallel Caſes: But it is granted on all hands, 
that the Crown of England was never judged to be demiſed, by the 
withdrawing of the Prince before. Such a withdrawing as this 
I believe never happened in England before; nor ever will 


again; and it is Stupendioutly wonderful. that it happened 


now.. There was nothing asked of ths King bat what he 
ought to have granted freely ( viz ) the callirig of a Free and 
Lawful Parliament, which he ſaid he was reſolved to have 
had: tho the Prizce had not entered Eng/and, and fo ſoon as 
he was retired he would hold luch a Parhament, then he came 
turther and promiſed'to hold a Parkament the 15th of Famuary, 
and ſent t he e Noble-men to the Princeto -adjuft the Prehi- 
minaries, who had as good an Aniwer as they could 
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but before it was poflible the late King ſhould know what it 
would be, whileſt ' ail men reſted ſecure under the Expettation of 
that meeting, The King for Reaſons wholly unknown to us, 
burns. the Writs,ſends away the Seals, wickdraws himſzIf,and 
disbands his Army. Now if he can find a caſe Parallel tothis G,19. 1214, 
io the Hiſtory of the whole world. Erit mibi Magnus Apollo. 


Nay ſaith he our Laws are not only ſilent in the mamtenance of 
this Paradox, but againf# it as I ſhall make good by two Inſtances. 
The firſt of theſe is that of Edward the Fourth who was for- 
ced to fly, without leaving any repreſentative yet returned, 
and regained the Crown. King Edward was {urprized under 

pretence of a Treaty ani ſent Prifoner to Warwick Caſtle, 
and made- his eſcape ' out of Cuſtody; after this Henry the 
Sixth was again Crowned, and Edward the Fourth declared 
a Traytor in Parliament, and an Uſurper of the Crown, and 
all his Eſtate confiſcated ; and the like Sagan: paſſed againſt 
— all his Adherents, and all the Statutes made by him were re- 
= voked. After this Edward the Fourth returned into England, 
and pretending to lay aſide all Claim to the Crown, and on- 
ly. to ſgek the recovery of his Lands which belonged to him, 
as Duke of York, which he confirmed to the men of York by 
his Oath ; being thus received in the North, he won over his 
Brother Clarence, and haſted to London, and there he took 
poor King Henry his Prifoner again ; and in a Battel ſlzw the 
Earl of Warwick who came to reſcue King Henry, and in ano- 
ther Battel defeated Margaret the Wife of Henry the Sixth ; 
took, and in cold blood murdered Prince Edward the Eldeſt 
Son of Hepry the Sixth,” and not long after Henry the Sixth 
himſelf. 
, Now what faith our Letter-man to all this, If t had been 7 
| known Law of England, that 4 Prince had Ipfo facto forfeited 
his Crown by going beyond Sea, without leaving a Deputation, 
tho his departure happen to be involuntary ; it would have 
been a great Advantage-to Henry the Sixth.

out any reſiſtance. Now: after two Vidtories what wonder . 
was it if Edward the Fourth exerciſed all As of Soveraignty, 
(and Tyranny too) before the calling of a Parliament, and in 
it reſtored all. his own party, and attainted King Henry's. He 


_ raight as well have proved it lawful to ftab and murder Kings 


and Princes, and to ſwear and forfwear from the ſame 
ſtory. 


His next Inſtance is the: flight of Charles the ſecond from 
Worceſter fight, which was nothing to the purpoſe neither, 


for that Prince had done nothing to forfeit his right, and was

But Fames the Second had as is confeſſed on alt hands violated 
the rights of his SubjeRs above any Prince: that ever ſwayed
